Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-4. 6-8 and 1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the assembly as recited in claim 1 1 , which includes a 
bicycle fork and a steering headset on a steering column of a bicycle frame. The 
assembly also includes a pivot to which the fork is secured, wherein the pivot is 
extended beyond an end of the steering column furthest from the fork to allow the 
attachment of a handlebar by externally clamping the pivot. The assembly also includes 
a zone on an exterior surface of the pivot in a region of the end of the steering column 
furthest from the fork, wherein the zone includes first connecting means. The first 
connecting means comprise a ring that slipped around the pivot and fixed to the pivot by 
bonding. This recitation, in combination with the rest of the recited elements, clearly 
defines over the prior art.
